Pentel in an interview last night declared he was uncertain whether the insur- 


ance which he carried expired Saturday or until today. He carried only $1,000. H. 
J. Harris carried about $1,000, The Times-Age Company $10,000, insurance on the 
Wells-Fargo office fixtures could not be learned last night. J. F. Meek, owner of the 
building stated last night that he carried about $20,000 insurance on the structure 
which is valued approximately at $30,000. 


The fire was discovered shortly after 11 o'clock by Holla S. Clark, local agent and 


L. D. Stout, of Canton, district superintendent for the Wells-Fargo Express company. 
It was detected about the same time by John Pentel, who had closed the confection- 
ery and was about to deposit the days receipts in the safe when he noticed smoke 
coming from a stairway leading to the kitchen below. Alarms were turned in simul- 
taneously by Pentel and Clark.

Both fire trucks quickly responded and had the water playing on the blaze within 


a few minutes. The auto truck was stationed on Hickory street and the firemen from 
the lower station and several volunteer firemen fought the blaze from the rear of the 
building; working thru the Times-Age pressroom, Pentel;s kitchen and the Wells-Far- 
go office. The truck from station nu-mber one was stationed on Main street and the 
hose turned on from the front of the building—thru the Pentel Confectionery and the 
Harris Tailor shop, leaving the stock of both stores a complete loss. 


The blaze is thot to have started in either the basement under the Pentel confec- 


tion store or in the Pentel kitchen, and before it was discovered had made such head- 
way as to jeopardise the entire building.
